INTERRACIAL 
MARRIAGES IN U.S. 
AT RECORD HIGH

WASHINGTON Marriage between 
races and ethnic groups has reached 
an all-time high in the U.S. as public 
acceptance has grown, according to a 
Pew Research Center study released 
Thursday 

Couples of different race or ethnic- 
ity made up a record 8.4 percent of 
all married couples in 2010, up from 
3.2 percent in 1980, the study showed. 

About 15 percent of all new U.S. 
marriages in 2010 were between 
spouses of a different race or ethnicity, 
more than twice the share in 1980, the 
report said. 

Intermarriage is more common in 
Western states. About 20 percent of 
newlyweds there married someone of 
a different race or ethnicity between 
2008 and 2010, compared with 14 per- 
cent in the South and 13 percent in the 
Northeast. 

Forty-three percent of Americans 
say more people of different races 
marrying each other benefits society 
Just more than one-third say a mem- 
ber of their immediate family or a 
close relative is married to someone of 
a different race. 

Pew based its report on data from 
the U.S. Census Bureau’s American 
Community Survey for 2008 to 2010 
and on telephone polling.

Second City to unveil 
new space for stand-up

Name a comedian— any comedian— and 
chances are that performer either passed 
through the doors of the famed Second City 
in Old Town or worked with someone who 
has. 

From Bill Murray to Tina Fey the alumni 
list from the improv club boasts more big 
names than an issue of People magazine and 
more stars than the Oscars telecast. The Sec- 
ond City celebrated its 50th anniversary a 
couple of years ago, and the list of those who 
turned up included Jim Belushi, Steve Carell, 
Bob Odenkirk, Harold Ramis, Stephen Col- 
bert, Catherine O’Hara, George Wendt, 
Martin Short— if you’ve seen a comedy (or 
a drama, really) in the past 40 years, you’ve 
probably seen someone from Second City 


Now the famed comedy powerhouse pre- 
pares to expand its expertise in Chicago, set 
to open UP Comedy Club in the Old Town 
location vacated by “Tony and Tina’s Wed- 
ding.” In the 285-seat space, the company 
will offer stand-up comedy theatrical runs of 
sketch shows, kids’ programming and more. 
It’s all about bringing the Second City magic 
to new forms of comedy, said Andrew Alex- 
ander, Second City’s owner and executive 
producer. 

“We have a chance to kind of create some- 
thing quite different. ... It’s going to be kind 
of an eclectic mix,” he said. “We’ve never 
been more vibrant.” 

Though it’s clear Second City has un- 
earthed a formula for success, the secret is 
pretty simple, Alexander said: It’s just hard 
work. 

“Obviously we hire the brightest and the 
best, and we give them a platform to really 
get better,” he said. Cast members play eight 
shows a week for two or three years, and 


practice really does make perfect. “There’s 
no theater in the world that gives people the 
consistency of performance that we do.” 

All that experience has come in handy for 
the famous alumni of Second City including 
Chris Farley who died in 1997 after roles in 
“Tommy Boy” “Billy Madison” and a famous 
run on “SNL.” Alexander said Farley was im- 
mediately recognizable as a star, a standout 
on Second City’s stage. 

“He just had unbelievable energy on 
stage,” Alexander remembered. “He had 
that certain charisma.” 

But Farley was just one of the dozens of 
future stars who honed their craft at Second 
City— and the legendary comic incubator 
wants to help many more make their names 
on stage and screen. After the UP Comedy 
Club has its sold-out grand opening Friday 
Alexander and the rest of the company hope 
a new generation of Second City comics will 
walk through them.

CitY taps new fire chief

Mayor limanuel on Thursday named a 
Chicago Fire Department lifer who once 
headed the city^s 91 1 center as the successor 
to retiring hero Fire Commissioner Robert 
Hoff 

Jose Santiago will take the department's 
top spot as potentially contentious contract 
negotiations between the Emanuel adminis- 
tration and the union representing rank-and- 
file firefighters get under way, 

Hoff has taken a strong public stand 
against manpower reductions, telling aider- 
men last fall he was ^'deathly against’^ lower- 
ing the number of firefighters on each truck 
or closing firehouses. Santiago was more cir- 
cumspect I'hurs day 

“'rhere^s many many different studies on 
what is safe and not^ Santiago said about 
staffing levels, ‘^That's what weVe been 
working on j taking all that information. And 
wtTI make a determination based on safety” 
Santiago, a 33-year department veteran 
who has been serving as the deputy fire com- 
missioner in the operations department, also 
wasn’t ready to take a position on reducing 
the number of firehouses in Chicago, 

“T'hat’s something we’re looking at,” San- 
tiago said at his introductory news confer- 
ence at a downtown firehouse as Emanuel 
and I Toff looked on. “We have all the maps 
out and everything, and response areas, re- 
sponse times. We^re sitting down and look- 
ing at every option.” 

ITie union contract runs out at the end of 


June. Emanuel said technological improve- 
ments have made change possible at the Fire 
Department, though he cautioned the pub- 
lic against assuming cuts are on the way 
'Well work through these issues,” Eman- 


uel said. “Safety will be paramount. Savings 
will also be an issue, and change will be an 
issue, because you cannot say technology 
hasn’t changed and made us all better and 
smarter at doing what we need to do.” 


TTiomas Ryan, president of the Chicago 
Firefighters Union Local 2, offered a more 
definitive response. “Technology can change 
all it wants; you still need manpower to put 
out fires,” Ryan said.

Houston funeral on lockdown 


D NEWARK, NJ. Police on Thursday said 
they plan to lock down streets near Sat- 
urday’s private funeral for Whitney Houston in 
her hometown and urged the thousands of fans 
expected to crowd the area to stay home. 

Houston will be laid to rest after the noon 
service that will be held at the New Hope Bap- 
tist Church in Newark, where she performed 
while growing up. Several blocks around the 
church will be cordoned off and fans will not be 
allowed near it, Newark police said Thursday 
Newark Police Director Samuel DeMaio 
urged fans to watch the funeral on TV— some 
networks, including BET, are planning to 
broadcast the event— and he added there would 


be no procession from the funeral home where 
Houston’s body is resting to the church. 

Aretha Franklin and Stevie Wonder will per- 
form at the service, a family spokesman said. 

Houston, 48, died in a Beverly Hills ho- 
tel room Saturday on the eve of the Grammy 
Awards. 

She was found underwater in a bathtub in her 
hotel room, according to police. 

The body of the beloved singer, who had a 
history of addiction to cocaine and alcohol, was 
flown to New Jersey late Monday from L. A. Her 
death stunned the music world, her family and 
her fans, who have complained on social media 
networks that they have no place to mourn. 


FLAG FLAP 

New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie de- 
fended his decision to have flags 
flown at half-staff for the funeral after 
online criticism that the honor should 
be reserved for soldiers killed in ac- 
tion. “I am disturbed by people who 
believe that because her ultimate de- 
mise-and we don’t know what is the 
cause of her death yet-but because 
of her history of substance abuse 
that somehow she’s forfeited the 
good things that she did in her life,” 
he said Wednesday. 



Gay marriage bill 
goes to N J. governor 

TRENTON, NJ. The New Jersey As- 
sembly passed legislation legalizing 
same-sex marriage Thursday and was expect- 
ed to send the measure to Republican Gov 
Chris Christie, a possible vice presidential 
candidate who has promised a veto. 

The Assembly vote of 42-33 affirmed a 
Senate vote from Monday and increased the 
scrutiny on Christie, a supporter of Republi- 
can presidential hopeful Mitt Romney 

Christie has tried to deflect controversy by 
saying the matter should be settled by voters 
in a referendum. No state has ever approved 
same-sex marriage in a referendum. 

“I realize that for many in this chamber 
this is not an easy vote,” said Assembly Dep- 
uty Speaker John Wisniewski, a Democrat. 
“The fight for civil rights has never been an 
easy fight.” 

Both chambers appear to lack the two- 
thirds majority needed to override a veto. 

Later Thursday the Maryland House of 
Delegates began debating a similar initiative 
legalizing same-sex marriage, though further 
debate was postponed until Friday

Seconds into the action-comedy-romance “This 
Means War,” CIA boss Collins (Angela Bassett) 
instructs operatives/best friends Tuck (Tom Hardy) 
and FDR (Chris Pine), “Remember, this mission is co- 
vert.” Vhis seems like something that can go without 
saying. Or are there some incredibly public, free-for- 
all missions about which the agents are allowed to 
rweet? “Off to Berlin, fate of world at stake. #WeCan- 
DoIt#USA.FTW.” 

Thankfully that degree of terrible rears its head 
only uh, every 10 minutes or so— particularly in the 
presence ofTrish (Chelsea Handler), the infinitely ob- 
noxious best friend of Lauren (Reese Witherspoon), 
who enters into enjoyable but inevitably complicated 
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relationships with bothTuck and FDR. (She 
doesn’t know they know each other.) A pause 
to address Handler: I love Cheetos. And I 
will never forgive you for subjecting me to 
howTrish and her husband use them. 

Somehow this jumble turns into a fre- 
quently funny delight, the result of some 
crack casting that pits a lonely, divorced 
dad (Hardy) against a cocky schmoozer 
(Pine). Hardy’s incredibly appealing; 

Pine can do arrogant and leave room for 
softness, and Witherspoon never lets the 
gullible Lauren come off as too much of a 
fool. Barely. 

Liking “This Means War” means sus- 
pending disbelief that the CIA would use 
its powers to observe ordinary citizens (no 
way, right?) and that a woman would have no 
qualms about learning her man, who told her 


he was a travel agent or a cruise ship captain, 
actually risks his life constantly as a highly 
trained special agent. The movie bites from 
“True Lies” and many others (really enough 
with the generic Russian villains, please), and 
director McG (“Charlie’s Angels”) always will 
favor the stylized explosion over the quiet 
moment. 

Yet whether Tuck’s paintball-bombing a 
shelter of kids during a capture-the-flag game 
or holding Lauren on a trapeze during a date, 
“This Means War” periodically circles back 
to quality both loud and small. “Sometimes 
falling is the best part,” Tuck tells Lauren af- 
ter joining her in a net below the trapeze, just 
before their first kiss. Their connection is 
real. And that romantic ‘Awwwww” moment, 
guys and gals, ultimately makes this a better 
V-Day flick than “The Vow”

The borrowers of 
Mary Norton’s 1952 
children’s novel, “The 
Borrowers,” and its 
Japanese animated 
big-screen adaptation 
“The Secret World of 
Arrietty” aren’t actu- 
ally borrowers. They’re teeny, tiny thieves 
who live under people’s floors and swipe 
items like soap, cookies and sugar cubes to 
sustain themselves, with no intention of re- 
turning what they take. As the (nonexistent) 
proverb goes, “If you’re going to steal, be cute 
enough to get away with it.” 

Thirteen-year-old Arrietty (voiced by 
19 -year-old Bridgit Mendler of Disney’s 
“Wizards of Waverly Place”) excitedly ac- 
companies her father (Will Arnett) on her 
first borrowing, where she snags a needle that 
she repurposes as a sword. The trouble comes 
when she spots human kid Shawn (David 
Henrie), who’d be happy to spark a friendship

with the miniature teen if she didn’t scamper 
off quickly thanks to years of rhetoric from 
Mom (Arnett’s real-life wife, Amy Poehler) 
and Dad about the danger of people. Can 
Shawn and Arriety break through years of 
misunderstanding between tiny people and 
their much, much bigger roommates before 
Shawn’s cat eats Arriety and her parents? 

‘Arrietty” (adapted as a live-action version 
of “The Borrowers” in 1997 starring John 
Goodman) comes from the studio behind co- 
writer Hayao Miyazaki’s beloved films “Spir- 
ited Away” and “Princess Mononoke,” but it’s 
time to stop giving Studio Ghibli a free pass. 
Although better than 2008’s wildly overrated 
“Ponyo,” ‘Arrietty” offers no magic, only 
slow-paced seriousness in exploring a world 
that’s exactly the same as ours, just smaller.

The exhilarating “Declaration of War” 
features exciting, romantic moments, but it 
is not a romance. The French film offers in- 
tense, unimaginable heartache, but it is not 
a tragedy. The story of Romeo (co-writer 
Jeremie Elkaim) and Juliette (director/co- 
writer Valerie Donzelli), who are certainly 
aware of the fate their names imply merely 
confronts the tremendous, terrifying turn- 
ing points that make life so unpredictable. 

A whirlwind romance turns into happy 
domestic life turns into indefinite sorrow 
when Romeo and Juliette’s 18 -month-old 


son, Adam, is diagnosed with a brain tumor. 
Treatment requires much time; surgery 
promises a moderate chance of success. 
Through it all Romeo and Juliette crack but 
don’t crumble, supporting each other with 
strength they probably never knew they 
had. 

If Donzelli and Elkaim didn’t incorporate 
voiceover to take some narrative short- 
cuts, “Declaration of War” would electrify 
throughout, even in its softest, saddest mo- 
ments. Instead, the movie is just a very good 
chronicle of something that can happen to 
anyone, and how to steer a ship when there’s 
no turning back.

Eventually the 145-minute 
runtime of “In Darkness” starts 
to feel long. Then you remem- 
ber that you’re watching a story 
about Jews forced to spend 
14 months hiding in a sewer to 
avoid being killed by the Nazis 
during World War II , and you 
realize you can last another 
30 minutes in the theater. 

Troubling and powerful, 
the best foreign language 
film Oscar nominee is based 

on the true story of Polish sewer worker Leopold Socha 
(Robert Wieckiewicz), who initially helps people he calls 
“vermin” because they’re paying him, but grows conflicted 
about where his sympathies lie. He’s not the only one who 
sees Jews as a financial opportunity; Socha’s old Ukrainian 
friend from prison (Michal Zurawski), who’s now a Nazi 
commander, constantly nudges Socha to keep his eye out for 
anyone who can be turned in for a reward. 

Not every character receives ample depth, but “In Dark- 
ness” horrifies honestly, whether a Nazi pulls off part of a 
Jew’s beard or a man nearly dies because he does not have a 
cap. What saves him? He looks healthy so the man next to 
him is shot, leaving a cap now in need of a head.

Wikileaks comes to Springfield as 
controversial Julian Assange guest 
voices on “The Simpsons” for its 
milestone 500th episode, which will 
see the animated family being ban- 
ished from their hometown. 

Wikileaks founder Assange, who 
currently is under house arrest in 
Britain and fighting extradition to 
Sweden for questioning over alleged 
sex crimes, recorded his cameo on 
“The Simpsons” over the phone from 
a secret location after a casting direc- 
tor tracked him down and asked him 
to guest star. 

“Obviously he’s a controversial figure and 
that was discussed before we agreed to let him 
do it. But it’s a fiinny cameo and it makes no 
judgments about the larger case about him,” A 1 
Jean, executive producer of “The Simpsons,” 
told reporters in a conference call. 

The episode, titled ‘At Long Last Leave,” 
airs at 7 p.m. Sunday on Fox. In trailers. Spring- 
field’s Mayor Quimby announces the results 
of a vote to get rid of “Springfield’s un-ending 
nightmare. The Simpsons,” as the family gets 
kicked out of town. 

Producers have not revealed other details or 
how Assange is worked into the plot. 

“There’s a lot of little touches marking the 
milestone in the way we like to celebrate and 
mock something,” Jean said, “and then there’s 
a really nice emotional story about the fam- 
ily finding out how their neighbors really feel 
about them and it’s not good and they have to 
deal with that.” 

Created by Matt Groening for Fox, “The 
Simpsons” first aired in 1989 and is the lon- 


gest-running American sitcom in history It 
is broadcast in more than 100 countries and 
50 languages. 

The tales of doughnut-loving father Homer 
J. Simpson and his dysfunctional family wife 
Marge and children Bart, Lisa and Maggie, 
have become a staple of American culture, 
winning 27 Emmy Awards, earning a star on 
Hollywood’s Walk of Fame and even coining 
a new word as Homer’s expression “D’oh” en- 
tered the Oxford English Dictionary in 2011. 

“Part of [the show’s popularity] is because 
the world hates America, so we really cashed in 
on that,” Jean said. 

The 500th episode came close to not being 
made after Fox in October threatened to end 
the show in contract renewal negotiations. 
The issue was resolved and the show was re- 
newed for two more seasons. 

“I personally wouldn’t want to do the show 
without the people that we have,” Jean said. 
“They’re obviously integral to it and we’ve 
done so many episodes, I can’t conceive of it. 
Had they not signed, we would have stopped

Are the hearty sandwiches 
at long-awaited Publican 
spinoff worth the hype?

The story: 

has a stellar track record, 
from his stunning seasonal 
plates at Blackbird to Big 
Star’s addictive tacos to 
beer-and-meat palace The 
Publican. So it’s not a sur- 
prise that fans are flocking 
to his long-awaited market, 

Publican Quality Meats, which special- 
izes in artisanal meats, cheeses and fresh-baked breads. On 
Feb. 13, the shop started serving sandwiches as well, avail- 
able for dine-in only until Monday when carryout begins. 

The scene: Almost as crowded as Grahamwich during 
opening week, but less orderly and with more seating. 

The two-step process of ordering at the butcher counter

and paying the cashier was 
complicated by customers 
entering from two different 
doors and not really know- 
ing where the end of the 
line was. The last sandwich 
orders are taken at 6 p.m., 
so lunch or an early dinner is 
the way to go. 

The crowd: Delivery trucks pulling up to meat-market 
loading docks (or dropping off kegs at The Publican across 
the street) account for most of Fulton Market’s action on 
a weekday but inside PQM on Tuesday it was a full-on 
sausage fest. Four communal tables were filled almost ex- 
clusively with dudes, young and old, all stuffing their faces 
with sandwiches. 

The food: The sandwich board lists six options, and the 
very first— a braised pork belly flatbread sandwich ($9) 
called “Better than a Gyro”— is hard to pass up. Tender 
belly bites mingled nicely with raita (an Indian yogurt sauce 
similar to a gyro’s traditional Greek tzatziki) and escalivada 
(grilled veggies, which will sound familiar if you’ve been to 
Spain’s Catalan region or Tavernita lately). You wouldn’t

suspect from the monstrous size of it, but the tuna muf- 
fuletta ($12) is actually a lighter version of the New Orleans 
favorite traditionally made with layers of ham, salami, pep- 
peroni and other rich meats. Each hulking, pie-shaped slice 
of tomato foccacia is stuffed with chunks of poached tuna, 
shaved brussels sprouts, soft-boiled eggs and a tart olive 
salad studded with pickled cauliflower and carrot. Ironically 
the sandwich that stole my heart was the only one not served 
on house-made bread: The decadent lamb meatball sub ($ 8 ) 
served on a lobster roll-style bun from local hot dog shop 
Franks ‘N’ Dawgs. The only thing that left me lukewarm 
were the kinda-bland chips (a little more salt, please?) that 
accompany each sandwich. 

Bonus: The grocery area is a gold mine for gourmet food 
fans, stocked with treats ranging from apricot-ginger chevre 
and hand-rolled butter to whole pheasants and take-home 
tubs of chicken stock and duck fat. 

Bottom line: PQM’s sandwiches are thoughtfully com- 
posed and a good value to boot. If you can get to the West 
Loop for a long lunch break, consider yourself lucky If not, 
start crafting an excuse to leave work early or brace yourself 
for what’s sure to be a very crowded weekend visit.
